S 'C i t y , J uly 6 .—The convention reassembled at 4 p. m. 
y esterday and adopted the platform of the party in the coming cam- 


paign. 
Last night W m. J . Bry an was unanimously nominated for presi- 
dint of the United States, amid one of the most remarkable scenes of 
enthusiasm ever witnessed in a convention. 
W hen the call of states for nominations was made Alabama 
y ielded to Nebraska, and Oldham, of that state, placed Bry an in nom­ 


ination. 
C olora d o y ielded to Hill, of N ew York, and that gentleman made 
a s p e e c h seconding the nomination and pay ing a high tribute to Bry an, 
and pleaded eloquently for party unity . 
Other speeches were made seconding the nomination, and every 
mention of Bry an’s name awoke a storm of applause and enthusiasm. 
The chair nex t stated that the clerk would call the roll of states, 
and asked that as each state was called the chairman of each state dele­ 


gation would announce the vote. 
The secretary then called the roll of the states on the first and only 
ballot. 
It resulted in 9 36 votes— 100 per cent— for W illiam J ennings 


.Bry an. 
W hen the clerk called Colorado, the chairman of the delegation 
arose and said ; 
“ Colorado casts eight votes for the matchless hero, 


W illiam J . Bry an.”

The vote of Missouri was received with cheers, and Nebraska s 
vole was the signal for another outburst of applause. 
The announcement that N ew York cast its vote for Bry an was 
greeted with the waving of flags and hats and cheering, and the en­ 
thusiasm was continued as Pennsy lvania’s vote was recorded. 
Tex as announced that it cast its thirty votes for the. candidate, 
and promised to give him 20o,oco majority . 
Wisconsin cast twenty - 
four votes and ex pressed its regret that it had no more votes to cast. 
Each of the delegations from the District of Columbia recorded 


its three votes for Bry an. 
A t the conclusion of the call of the states the chairman announced 
that there had been cast 9 36 votes; that there were necessary to 
choice 6 24; that William J ennings Bry an had received 9 36 votes, and 
he declared him unanimously nominated by the convention. 
A t 8 :5 5 p. m., on motion of Mr. J ohnson, of Kansas, the conven­ 


tion adjourned till 10130 a. m. today .

As state after state responded it 
soon became plain that the Steven­ 
son sentiment overshadowed all 
others, and Lis vote was increased 
rapidly .

Missouri Pacific R ailroad 
com pany T uesday sent a ch eck for 
$11,8 00 to th e circuit court to settle 
th e case of J . Q . R ich ards against 
th e Missouri Pacific R ailroad com ­

T h e case was appealed from Butler 
county , w h ere a decision against 
th e com pany was obtained for th at 
am ount. 
T h e case is of great in­ 
terest to stockm en, and grew out 
of a delay in th e delivery of stock 
by th e railroad. 
Mr. R ich ards, wh ose h ome is in 
Texas, sh ipped a train of cattle 
from T exas to Reece, Kas. 
T h e 
sh ipm ent w as m ade via W ich ita 
and th e train w ent east from th ere 
over th e Missouri Pacific. 
T h e bridge west of R eece was 
burned, and th e train was unable 
to proceed. 
T h e cattle were not 
unloaded, 
alth ough 
th e men in 
ch arge of th em asked th e com pany 
to do so, and th e cattle were kept 
in th e cars over forty h ours— 12 
h ours longer th an th e limit speci­ 
fied by law. 
A num ber of th e ca t­ 
tle died and suit was brough t for 
$15,000. 
M r. R ich ards secured judgm ent 
in th e lower court for $11,8 00, and 
th e com pany appealed th e 
case, 
w h ich th ey now desire to settle 
w ith out furth er litigation.
